Then each student will be asked to give a three- 
minute prepared speech based on a_ specified 
theme, which has not yet been chosen. 

Rather than emphasizing physical appear- 
ance, “with this oratorical presentation, the student 
will be able to convey what’s inside,” Richardson 
said. 

The mechanics and organization, spirit, poise and 
enunciation of the oratorical presentation are a few 
of the categories judges will look for.

Reagan: ‘amoment of hope’ for peace 


UNITED NATIONS — President Reagan told the United Nations in a 
farewell speech Monday that this was “a moment of hope” for peace in the 
world and that a new U.S.-Soviet treaty to sharply reduce nuclear arms may 
be concluded next year. 

He called for an international war on drug traffickers, terrorism and 
hostage-taking, and vowed to maintain U.S. support for an armed insurgency 
against the leftist government of Nicaragua. 

He said the Sandinistas were pursuing “the oldest, most corrupt vice of all 
— man’s age-old will to power, his lust to control the lives and steal the 
freedoms of others.” . 

But with his presidency nearing an end, Reagan struck a mostly philosophi- 
cal stance as he told the 43rd General Assembly session of 159 nations that civil 
wars and foreign occupations were giving way around the world. 

Reagan said the trend was spurred by “a new era in Soviet-American 
relations” marked by the continuing withdrawal of the Red Army from 
Afghanistan and a treaty last year to abolish intermediate-range nuclear 
missiles. 

He said U.S. and Soviet negotiators were making steady progress on 
another accord to sharply reduce long-range bombers, missiles and sub- 
marines. While completion of the pact this year was “highly doubtful,” Reagan 
said, “I can tell you a year from now (it) is... more than a possibility.” 

On the conventional front, Reagan said East-West talks to reduce non-nu- 
clear forces, tanks and other mobile weapons in Europe “will begin soon.” 

The United States had demanded a Soviet commitment to give equal atten- 
tion to human rights. 


Man walks into school and opens fire 


GREENWOOD, S.C. —'A gunman walked into an elementary school and 
opened fire Monday, killing an 8-year-old girl and injuring 10 other people, 
authorities said. 

Police Chief James Coursey said James William Wilson, 19, of Greenwood 
has been arrested and charged with murder. No motive for the shootings was 
determined. Wilson was being held at the Greenwood Law Enforcement 
Center. Coursey saiid that shortly after 11 a.m., Wilson entered Oakland 
Elementary School’s front door, walked to the cafeteria, pulled a .22 caliber, 
nine-shot revolver from his belt and opened fire, injuring one teacher and 
three students. 

Wilson left the cafeteria and enterd a girl’s restroom where teacher Kat 
Finkbeiner tried to prevent him from leaving after he reloaded, Coursey said. 
In the scuffle that followed, Finsbeiner was shot in the mouth and hand, he 
said. Coursey said Wilson evaded Finbeiner and entered a classroom two 
doors away, where he opened fire again, injuring a teacher and five students 
and killing one of the students. 


Experts begin joint MIA investigation 

BANGKOK, Thailand — Joint U.S.-Vietnamese teams drove into the 
villages of northern Vietnam Monday to launch an unprecedented search for 
witnesses of plane crashes in which American servicemen were lost during the 
Vietnam War, an official said. 

Two joint teams headed to areas north of the capital, Hanoi, in jeeps flown in 
from Honolulu by U.S. military experts for the 10-day search, said Maj. 
Thomas J. Boyd, spokesman for the U.S. Pacific Command. 

“This is the first joint activity that involves tracking down of missing in 
action (MIA) cases,” he said. “The teams are investigating loss incidents that 
occurred and trying to interview individuals who may possess information 
surrounding the incidents. It could result in future (warplane crash site) 
excavations.” 

He said the teams will try to gather evidence such as the soldiers’ personnel 
effects and local government reports of the incidents. They brought along 
metal detectors and forensic equipment in case any human remains are found. 

Boyd said the joint teams will focus on seven cases of servicemen lost in 
plane crashes. 


Toddler dies from heat in closed car 


WASHINGTON, Utah — The Washington County Sheriff's Office is 
investigating the death of a 2 1/2-year-old girl whose body was found in a 
parked car with the windows rolled up. 

The names of the victim and her mother, who found the girl’s body, were not 
released. 

The victim was pronounced dead at 5:20 p.m. Saturday at Dixie Medical 
Center after she was discovered in the parked car outside of her home, the 
sheriff's office said. 

The sheriff's office said the death was caused by hypothermia, excessive 
heat. The National Weather Service reported a high temperature reached of 
89 degrees Saturday in St. George. 


Mark Hofmann released from hospital 


POINT OF THE MOUNTAIN — Confessed pipe-bomb killer Mark Hof- 
mann was returned to Utah State Prison Monday after 11 days in a hospital for 
an overdose of an anti-depressant drug, officials said. 

Hofmann, 33, was released from the University of Utah Health Sciences 
Center at 11:30 a.m. and taken to the prison’s hospital unit, where he was 
expected to remain for about a month while a skin graft on his arm heals, said 
spokesman Juan Benavidez of the Department of Corrections. 

A cellmate found Hofmann comatose in his cell on Sept. 15, in critical and 
unstable condition from an overdose of a tricyclic anti-depressant drug. 

Four days later, surgeons operated on an arm injury thought to have been 
caused by a lack of blood circulation from lying in one place too long. 

Benavidez said an investigation of the incident was expected to be complete 
in two weeks. He had no information on the kind of drug, how Hofmann got it 
and whether the inmate would be subject to disciplinary action. 

“That’s the focus of the investigation,” he said. 

Hofmann is serving a five-years-to-life sentence for his guilty pleas to a pair 
of pipe-bomb murders on Oct. 15, 1985.

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Polls rate debate a tossup 


Presidential hopefuls Bush and Dukakis trade political jabs

Michael Dukakis and George Bush 
exchanged post-debate jabs from a 
distance Monday, the Democrat say- 
ing his rival would “lead America 
nowhere” and the vice president 
charging his opponent with trying to 
obscure a liberal past. 

The two candidates renewed cam- 
paign hostilities as their aides waited 
for the impact of Sunday night’s na- 
tionally televised debate to show up in 
the close race for the White House. 
The first polls rated the 90-minute 
confrontation a tossup. 

“One debate down. How’d I do?” 
Bush asked a cheering crowd of sup- 
porters at a railroad amusement park 
in Jackson, Tenn. 

Republican running mate Dan 
Quayle swiftly declared Bush the win- 
ner. But overhead, a small plane car- 
ried a banner of dissent. “Dukakis 1. 
Bush 0,” it read. 

“After last night, for most people 
the notion of President Dukakis is a 
very, very troubling notion today,” 
said Quayle. That was an attempt to 
reverse Dukakis’ debate-night decla- 
ration that the prospect of a President 
Quayle was a troubling idea for many 
people. 

Despite the outward display of con- 
fidence, Bush and his aides sought to 
deflect any repercussions from the 
vice president’s debate comment that 
he hadn’t decided whether women 
who obtain abortions should face legal 
penalties.

Campaign manager James A. 
Baker III told reporters that after 
giving it more thought overnight, 
Bush was opposed to the idea. Bush 
told reporters he had “no change” on 
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the subject, although during the de- 
bate he said he hadn’t “sorted out” the 
subject of possible penalties. 

Dukakis’ first appearance of the 
day was in Cleveland, where he said 
the debate provided “the best mo- 
ments of this whole campaign.” 

In remarks intended to rebut 
Bush’s charges of liberalism, the Mas- 
sachusetts governor said: “We heard 
a lot of talk last night from Mr. Bush 
about the mainstream. But it’s clear 
that he’s willing to leave American 
families high and dry.” 

Bush, he said, “offers the easy way. 
He sees no challenges, he offers no 
solutions, and he will lead American 
nowhere as president of the United 
States.” 


Addressing a crowd of 3,000, 
Dukakis said he had asked Bush to 
explain how he would. bring down 
those massive federal deficits without 
raiding the Social Security trust fund. 
“And what did he say? Not one word,” 
Dukakis said. 

Public opinion polls said the debate 
was roughly a draw. That type of out- 
come traditionally favors the out-of- 
power candidate, and one analyst said 
that was exactly what happened. 

“In essence, the debate served to 
restart the campaign.” said Lee 
Miringoff, director of the Marist Col- 


lege Institute for Public Opinion in 


Poughkeepsie, N.Y. “Overall, it was 
a net plus for Dukakis in that it lev- 
eled the playing field for both of 
them.” 

Newsweéek said a poll taken imme- 
diately after the debate found that 42 
percent of the voters who watched on 
television said Dukakis did a better 
job while 41 percent said Bush out- 
performed his rival.

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University of Utah professor to receive Emmy

The National Academy of Televi- 
sion Arts and Sciences has selected a 
Utah professor and a Salt Lake-based 
electronics retailer to receive a 1988 
Emmy Award. 

Dr. Thomas G. Stockham Jr., a pro- 
fessor of electrical engineering at the 
University of Utah, and Broadcast 
Television Systems Inc., a joint com- 
pany of Bosch and Philips, will re- 
ceive the awards on Oct. 11 in New 
York City. 

John Cannon, NATAS president, 
announced the selection of Stockham 
and BTS by stating that these accom- 
plishments “merit the highest recog- 
nition from all professionals in televi- 
sion and its allied fields.” 

Cannon continues, “It is impossible 
to overemphasize the instrinsic im- 
portance of their scientific and engi- 
neering achievements.” 

Stockham said he is “delighted” 
about receiving the award. He will 
accept the award in person. 

Stockham is being recognized for 
pioneering the development of digital 
sound recording. In 1975, he founded 
Soundstream Inc., which developes 


digital commercial sound recordings. 
This new development lead to an es- 
tablishment of an industry-wide prac- 
tice. 

Stockham said Soundstream was 
established to: 

-Convince the recording industry 
to record this way. 

-Develop equipment for digital 
recording. 

-Develop equipment for editing 
sound. 

-Provide the equipment and ser- 
vices for people to use. 

He said Soundstream was the first 
compary to make it. publicly avail- 
able. “We basically built a word pro- 
cessor for sound.” 

By 1981, the accumulation of more 
than 100 digitally recorded albums led 
to the development of the compact 
disc. 

From this digital recording pro- 
cess, Stockham headed the develop- 
ment of a high-speed, random access, 
computer-based tape editing system 
that allows for faster and higher qual- 
ity editing. 

Stockham has been received many 
other awards including the 1987 Au- 
dio Engineering Society Gold Medal 
and the 1985 Alexander M. Poniatoff 
Gold Medal for Technical Excellence 


from the Society of Motion Picture 
and Television Engineers. 

Educated at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, Stockham has 
been actively engaged in the fields of 
electrical engineering, computer sci- 
ence and audio engineering. 


BTS will be recognized for “Techni- 
cal Achievement in 3-D Computer 
Graphics Technology.” In 1983, BTS 
introduced the F'GS-400 computer an- 
imation system, the first turnkey ani- 
mation system to be marketed to the 
teleproduction industry.

Earlier in the day, Ben Johnson 
was stripped of his gold medal for tak-

and the Sum- 
mer Olympics 
plunged from the 
heady heights of the 
world’s fastest 100-me- 
ter dash to the depths of 
drug scandal. 

The International Olympic Com- 
mittee said in a statement that a uri- 
nalysis taken after Johnson won the 
100 meters in world-record time Sat- 
urday showed traces of an. anabolic 
steroid, which builds muscle tissue

and speeds healing of the tissues. 
Thus, the way was opened for Carl 
Lewis to resume his bid for four gold 
medals in consecutive Olympics. 
Lewis, who won the long jump on 
Monday, was second to the Canadian 
in the 100 last Saturday. 


The Inter- 
notional Ama- 
teur Athletics 
Federation, 
worldwide ‘govern- 
ing body of track and 
field, now must decide 
who gets the medal. In 
such cases, the medal usually either 
goes to the second-place finisher, 
Lewis, or is left vacant. 
NBC-TV said it had learned Lewis 
would be given the gold medal.

In a statement, however, the IOC 
said it investigated possibilities that 
the steroid was administered by a 
third party after the competition, and 
rejected them.

Raiders win in overtime

Chris Bahr kicked a 35-yard field 
goal with 2:25 remaining in overtime 
to complete a remarkable comeback, 
as the Los Angeles Raiders defeated 
the Denver Broncos 30-27 in the 
NFL’s Monday night game at Den- 
ver. 

The Broncos owned the game in the 
first half, amassing almost 200 yards 
of offense and scoring 24 points, while 
allowing the Raiders to only 40 yards 
and no points. However, in the second 
half, it became a different story. Jay 
Schroeder, starting his first game asa 
Raider, caught fire and brought the 
Raiders back to tie the game and send 
itintoovertime. . 

John Elway completed 8 of 11 
passes for 158 yards and a touchdown 
in the first half, and Tony Dorsett 
scored two touchdowns to give Den- 
ver an early 21-0 lead. Rich Karlis 
added a 39-yard field goal to give the 
Broncos a 24-0 lead at the half. 

In the second half it was a different 
Raider team on the field. The Raiders 
exploded for 158 yards in the third 
quarter, while a fired up Raider de- 
fense stuffed a lethargic Bronco of- 
fense, seemingly content with a 24- 
point lead. Previously ineffective, 
Schroeder came to life and threw two 
touchdown passes to Steve Smith of 
40 and 42 yards to make the score

Denver then worked the ball down- 
field, using over six minutes on the 
drive, and Karlis kicked a 26-yard 
Hee goal to give the Broncos a 27-24 
ead. 

Bahr then kicked a 44-yard field 
goal with only eight seconds remain- 
ing to tie the game. 

In overtime, neither team was able 
to move the ball. Later, Elway threw 
one of his four interceptions. It was 
returned to the Denver 31 yard-line 
to set up Bahr’s game-winning field 
goal. 

Dorsett gained 119 yards in the los- 
ing effort, but moved into second 
place on the NF'L’s all-time rushing 
list, passing Jim Brown. Dorsett 
needed 97 yards going into the game. 

Schroeder finished the game com- 
pleting only 13 of 35 passes, but his 
two touchdown passes rallied the 
Raiders to stage the remarkable 
comeback. The Raider offensive line 
only allowed one sack, much better 
than the nine sacks allowed last week. 

The win eyens the Raiders’ record 
at 2-2, while the loss puts the Broncos 
in the cellar of the AFC West with a 
record of 1-3.

Nebo’s students protest citizenship policy

Increasing controversy over a citi- 
zenship policy that requires students 
to work off unsatisfactory marks has 
pitted some parents against adminis- 
trators in the Nebo School District. 

According to Nebo Director of Sec- 
ondary Education Dean Allen, the 
policy affects grades eight through 12 
and is designed to require 90 percent 
attendance, allowing for 10 percent 
tardiness and absenteeism. 


The policy states that students may 
earn an H (honors), S (satisfactory), 
N (needs improvement) or U (unsatis- 
factory). U’s do not receive credit. 
Students cannot receive more than 
two Us per year to register for the 
next academic year or to graduate. 

Allen said-students who have two 
or more U’s also may not participate 
in any activities sponsored by the 
Utah High School Activities Associa- 
tion or in any activities that will re- 
quire the student to miss class time. 

“A student could receive up to four 


tardies per term, and two truancies 
per quarter before a U is given,” said 
Allen. The policy also states “viola- 
tions will be brought to the attention 
of the parents and the student may be 
referred to the police or authorities.” 
Students who receive more than 
the two allowed unsatisfactory 
grades may make upa U by attending 
a five hour class, which requires a $15 


tuition cost, or they may do 10 hours 


of supervised service 
work, said Allen. 


According to Allen, the student will 


community 


receive his or her certificate of er adu- 
ation, but cannot participate in the 
graduation ceremony. 

In a recent meeting with Indepen- 
dent gubernatorial candidate Merrill 
Cook, a group of about 100 parents 
and students gathered to discuss the 
policy. 

Cook was presented with a petition 
containing more than 1,500 names of 
people opposed to the policy. 

Parents at the meeting argued that 
the $15 fee was too large of an amount 
and often they were the ones who 


ended up paying for their kid’s 
takes. 

Paul Walden, one of the seven par- 
ents nominated as write-in candidates 
for the Board of Education seat elec- 
tions Nov. 8, said he opposed the $15 
fee, although it goes to pay the 
teacher of the citizenship class. 

Heather Wright, one of the stu- 
dents at Spanish Fork High School 
who is protesting the policy, spoke at 
the meeting. “I am hoping to come up 
with changes that ... will benefit ev- 
eryone. I do not feel the policy ... has

Escaped sheep 
rescued from hills 
after accident

-. Thursdaywas abad day for sheep. A 
trailer hauling sheep overturned on 
U.S. 189 in Provo Canyon, killing 65 
sheep while more than 200 escaped 
the scene of the accident. 

The driver of the semi-truck, Glen 
James Nebert, of Carmichael, Calif., 


was not injured. Valley Livestock of ° 


Dixon, Calif. had been contracted to 
take the sheep from the Uinta Na- 
tional Forest to California’s Imperial 
Valley. Nebert was driving for Valley 
Livestock. 


The investigator for the Utah , 


Highway Patrol, Set. Dennis 
Charlesworth, said the accident oc- 
curred on a curve of U.S. 189 below 
Frazier Park. The pindle hook which 
attached the trailer to the truck was 
broken, but it is not known whether 
the hook broke when the trailer over- 
turned or before, thereby causing the 
accident. 

- As workers were removing the 
dead sheep from the highway, the 
healthy sheep left on their own. 
Charlesworth said, “They ran up the 
side hill. There must have been more 
than 100 of them.” 

Clift Jordan, of Marion, Utah, di- 
rected the round-up of the surviving 
sheep Friday. With the help of ap- 
_ proximately a halfa dozen men on foot 
and horseback, J ordan gathered 218 
sheep. 

Eight sheep have not been recov- 
ered. A deputy with Animal Control 
for the Utah County Sheriff's Office 
said the first snow will bring any ani- 
mals down from the hills. 

Jordan, an experienced sheep and 
cattle rancher, said the sheep may be 
gone before the first snow. 

“The coyotes, both the two legged 
and four legged kind, will get them 
first.” 

Jordan said livestock rustling is a 
problem for ranchers in Utah as well 


as in other western states. Some- — 


times an animal is killed for sport and 
just left: 

Jordon and the Utah County Sher- 
iffs Office said Provo Canyon is haz- 
ardous for livestock hauling. There 


have been many accidents on U.S. 189 ° 


involving livestock. 

Charlesworth said the truck and 
trailer met the highway’s guidelines 
for size and weight.

nizations listed in the Yellow Pages, 
which totaled about 70, inviting them 
to participate in the opening prayer. 

“We have had a great deal more 
participation from the groups con- 
tacted than we expected.” 

Blumner said “The commission was 
advised by the county attorney to 
modify their practice by opening the 
meetings with the Pledge of Alle- 
giance, but they rejected the sugges- 
tion because they wanted to maintain 
prayer.” 

Plant said the commission did not 
want to stop opening the meetings 
with a prayer and felt it would be 
better to make the meetings an open 
and fair process.
